The loss of a child is 
something every parent 
dreads. No matter the age 
or circumstance it leaves an 
emotional hole that some 
never get past. The family 
and friends of Makensie 
Hay-Youngman understand 
this emotional hole and the 
devastation it can inflict on 
those who are left behind. 
Makensie suffered for years 
with depression and her 
family worked very hard to 
get her the help she needed. 
While treatment for cancer 
and other diseases are read¬ 
ily available, treatment for 
depression, though avail¬ 
able, can be illusive. 


To help channel their 
pain at the loss of someone so 
young, her family and friends 
have worked for several 
months with local artist Ken 
Swinson to create a memorial 
to her life. Through this they 
hope to also draw aware¬ 
ness to the silent disease of 
depression in young people 
and the tragedy that can be 
brought to families. Swinson 
has created four panels that 
represent the four seasons in 
the Folk Art Style incorporat¬ 
ing horses, angels, and quilts. 
Friends and family members 
of Makensie have had the 
chance to express their love 
for her by painting on sec¬ 


tions of each of the panels. 
This project was made pos¬ 
sible by donations received 
in Makensie’s honor after her 
passing in March of 2011. 
Her family chose to use the 
funds as a visible memorial to 
her and to the healing process 
they continue to go through. 

The mural will be a 
permanent display in the 
Children’s Wing of the 
Bracken County Public Li¬ 
brary. Swinson has made the 
panels so they can be eas¬ 
ily interchangeable to place 
the current season closest to 
the children’s reading area. 
Makensie’s mother, Sharon 
King Hay, feels that children 


will recognize the fun in the 
mural, while adults will rec¬ 
ognize the art value. Other 
individual prints will also 
be added to the other walls 
in the Children’s Wing in 
memory of other children. 
Track lighting has been 
added to help showcase the 
murals.

If someone you know is

1. Help them stock a 
home disaster kit including a 
flashlight and extra batteries, a 
battery-operated radio, bottled 
water, non-perishable foods, 
medicines, and extra blankets 
or sleeping bags, cell phones 
are very important after severe 
weather. 

2. Check on them after a 
storm or power outage. Reg¬ 


ister them, as a special needs 
customer with their utility so 
they will become a priority 
customer. Notify others who 
could provide help such as 
neighbors, relatives, nearby 
friends and local emergency 
responders such as the fire de¬ 
partment. 

3. Have a list of emergen¬ 
cy numbers readily available. 

4. Have a standby genera¬ 
tor or an alternative source of 
power available. Be aware of 
the safety rules for its use.

Dear Editor — I have just 
learned through my esteemed 
and brilliant correspondent, 
Miss Mae Manning, that my 
dear brother-in-law, John 
Wesley Bratton, has passed 
away. He married my oldest 
sister in April 1861; he was 
one of the kindest and most 
noble men I ever knew; he had 
a very strong mathematical 
mind; was unusually bright in 
all of his studies in school, and 
if he ever had a fault known to 
me it was the crime, if a crime, 
of being too modest and unas¬ 
suming. He and his brother 
James were very much alike; 
both were men of large men¬ 
tal caliber, and were equally 
kind, generous, good and un¬ 
pretending. 

It was in the fall of 1862, 
and frosty, when Aaron Brat¬ 
ton was taken by the Rebels to 
Libby prison; he was clad in 
linen; had no time to change, 
and it was obvious to all that

“John Wesley” they appealed 
to each of us, our names being 
the same. 

In a moment the two broth¬ 
ers were face to face, and with 
streaming eyes, were clasp¬ 
ing each other hands; their 
tongues were stilled with emo¬ 
tion, however, and their hearts 
alone could speak. We tried 
for hours to get the captain re¬ 
leased, but utterly failed.

COMFORT ONE ANOTHER

Increasing world tension and the present trend of 
events in the Middle East have always filled many with 
fear, and there are even sincere believers in Christ who fear 
that perhaps the ’’Great Tribulation” of prophecy, with all 
its horrors, is at hand. 

It is true indeed that even Paul's epistles warn this 
world of the judgment to come. "...The Day of the Lord”, 
he says, "so cometh as a thief in the night”. 

"For when they shall say, Peace and safety; then 
sudden destruction cometh upon them, as travail upon 
a woman with child; and they shall not escape" (I Thess. 
5:2,3). 

But before this time comes, the Lord will recall His 
ambassadors, as the apostle tells us in the following 
passage: 

"For the Lord Himself shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of the archangel, and with 
the trump of God; and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first: 

"Then we which are alive and remain shall be 
caught up together with them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air: and so shall we ever be with the Lord. 

"Wherefore comfort one another with these words" 
(I Thess. 4:16-18). 

This is the event with which "the dispensation of the 
grace of God” will be brought to a close. Then will follow 
"the day of His wrath”, but even as Paul goes on to tell 
about this in the passage which follows, he reassures the 
members of Christ's Body that they will not be included 
amongst those to whom the Lord will come as ”a thief in 
the night”. 

"But ye brethren, are not in darkness, that that day 
should overtake you as a thief. Ye are all the children 
of light...God hath not appointed us to wrath, but to 
obtain salvation by our Lord Jesus Christ, who died for 
us...Wherefore comfort yourselves together..." (I Thess. 
5:4-11).

Of course, we want 
everyone to make use of 
these dumpsters, but we 
also urge you to explore the 
possibilities of recycling or 
reusing the items you have 
before actually disposing of 
them. Perhaps the old lamp 


just needs new wiring or 
the chair needs a new brace. 
These items can be donated to 
not-for-profit organizations 
and items such as good used 
magazines can be donated to 
hospitals, or VA centers. If 
the magazines are beyond 
use, they can be put into any 
one of the nine recycling 
trailers in the county. 

Folks around the globe 
will be celebrating Earth 
Day on April 22 and citizens 
of all countries are urged 
to adopt practices that will 
help sustain the environment 
and ultimately the human 
race. One suggestion is to 
cut down on the amount 
of paper used by stopping 
unwanted junk mail that 
is delivered to your home.

Enrollment Reminder 
for Direct and Counter- 
Cyclical Payments and 
Other FSA Programs 

U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USD A) Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) State 
Executive Director John W. 
McCauley today reminded 
producers that the 2012 
deadline to enroll in the 
Direct and Counter-Cyclical 
Payment (DCP) program is 
June 1. 

“I encourage all producers 
interested in DCP to visit the 
service center where their 
farm is administered and sign 
up before the busy planting 
season gets underway,” said 
McCauley. “Enrollments 
cannot be accepted after the 
deadline, so enrolling early 
may help producers avoid 
missing the deadline during 
one of the most demanding 
times of the year.” 

DCP provides payments 
to eligible producers on farms 
enrolled for any of the 2008 
through 2012 crop years. 
There are two types of DCP 
payments: direetpayments and 
counter-cyclical payments. 
Both are calculated using the 
base acres and payment yields 
established for the farm. DCP 
is authorized by the Food, 
Conservation, and Energy Act 
of 2008 (2008 Farm Bill). 

In addition to DCP, 
other FSA programs also 
have enrollment deadlines 
approaching:

slipper is important. Consider 
an answer to this question: Will 
the Cardinal fan please stand up 
who believed Louisville would 
be in the Final Four following 
events of February 29? 

Answer: Nobody. The 

Cards laid an egg in Yum Center 
when South Florida held them 
to 51 points in 58-51 game. 
UofL lost three of its last four 
regular season games and fans 
were howling for Pitino’s head. 
This week, the conversation 
includes, ‘Why isn’t our coach 
in the Hall of Fame?” 

Nice team, Louisville. 
Frenzied style, blue collar 
courage, pistol-pete willingness 
to shoot, and no surrender. 

Then there’s Kentucky. 

To say John Calipari team 
has evolved into a juggernaut 
is like saying the Titanic was a 
boat. 

Baylor coach Scott Drew 
spoke for the majority after 
his team was drummed into 
submission: “Was that team as 
good as I expected? Kentucky 
was actually better than I 
thought.” 

Better ... and better ... and 
better. 

Kentucky is playing at a 
level so magnificent, sports 
writers may be at the brink 
of exhausting their store of 
adjectives, verbs and newly 
minted nouns. Nah. 

Consider the analysis of 
Anthony Davis 

“It’s kind of hard to play 
us,” he said. 

After two exhibitions and 
40 games, straightforward 
enough, don’t you think? 

This Kentucky team is a 
team stunning by its intelligence, 
efficiency, unselfishness and 
focus on mission all driven by 
man in the blue suit. 

For more than four decades, 
I’ve witnessed and written 
about basketball teams in the 
Bluegrass State including five 
of Kentucky’s seven national 
championship teams.

Before the Big Finale in the 
Big Easy this weekend, we 
ought remember college hoopsl 
has had magnificent teams 
before, odds-on favorites called 
juggernaut and unbeatable.

Vegas (1991), Georgetown 
(1985), Houston (1983) and 
Indiana (1975). I leave it to you 
to guess what happened to all of 
them. 

For today, for this weekend, 
Columbus Ohio to Lawrence, 
Kansas to Whitesburg, 
Kentucky, embrace the precious 
present of basketball’s Bermuda 
Triangle.

Sheriff’s Office is asking that 
citizens be aware of a job 
scam by Tri-State Asphalt 
Sealcoating out of Cincinna¬ 
ti, OH. Employees from this 
company will come around 
and ask to apply left over 
blacktop to your driveway 
for the costs of sealing the 
asphalt. The company will 
then apply the tack for the 
asphalt and ask for payment 
for the sealing and advise 
that they will return in a cou¬ 
ple of days with the asphalt 
and never return. The home 
owner is out the cost for the 
sealer with no new asphalt. 
Employees are driving nice 
pickup trucks when solicit¬ 
ing the jobs. Anyone with 
any information on these 
subjects or sees them in the 
County are asked to call the 
Sheriff’s Office immediately 
at 606-735-3233 or Sheriff 
Niemeier at 859-912-2524. 
Attempting to obtain license 
plate numbers off of the ve¬ 
hicles being used by the em¬ 
ployees would be helpful. 
Phone calls to the company 
get a recorded message from 
October 2011. 

There is a scam from 
Capital Direct Lottery 
Sweepstakes that sends you 
a check for several thousand 
dollars stating that you have 
won $250,000.00 and asks 
you to complete a form and 
mail it in and to cash the 
check to pay the taxes on the 
winnings. The phone num¬ 
bers listed are for a London, 
England location and it lists 
Global Offices in several 
foreign countries. Do not 
respond to this request for in¬ 
formation as it is an attempt 
to get additional information 
from you and to scam you 
out of money. 

If it looks too good to be 
true it usually is, the money 


that is sent back usually goes 
to a foreign country. The 
check will later come back as 
not being a good check and 
the person that cashed it is left 
being responsible for the to¬ 
tal amount of the check with 
the Bank. There are several 
variations of these scams that 
occur. Do not take advantage 
of the quick cash promise as 
it will come back to burn 
you. Anytime someone of¬ 
fers to give you money and 
for you to send money back, 
or if they ask you to send 
them money to win a big 
prize, BEWARE. These are 
all scams to get your money 
and for you to set yourself up 
to be a victim. 

Also this past week 
Sheriff Niemeier received an 
email stating that he had won 
the Powerball Lottery and 
asking him to respond to the 
email. If you receive emails 
like this do not respond to 
them as they are solicita¬ 
tions to get additional infor¬ 
mation from you and some 
links have programs in them 
that are able to attack your 
computer and get valuable 
information off of it and send 
out messages to all those in 
your email list. This email 
originated out of the United 
Kingdom. 

If you have any ques¬ 
tions or need additional in¬ 
formation on a possible scam 
contact the Sheriff’s Office.
